I outlined a plan to whip the coun 
try newspapers into line and arrangt 
for them to carry my advertising mat 
ter as well as to persuade them tc 
give me free reading notices and ed 
Itorlale. telling what a great help ano 
comfort the mail order houses wen 
to the people of the country. 
It was nothing more nor less than 
bribery. 
I believed that I could gel 
the editors of the country newspa 
rots to be false to their home inter 
«ffts and foster ours, for a price 
I had the money to pay them and I 
thought lots of dollars could do the 
work easily and readily. 
I worked months over that cam 
paigB. 
I prepared an electrotype^ 
advertisement 
in 
which 
I 
advised 
the use of the mail order medium and 
urged the readers of each newspapei 
to send into the big cities for the cat 
alogue. 
I prepared sheets of 'press 
notices” 
and 
editorials, 
with 
elab 
orate and plain instructions for theii 
use. 
I was going to convert the peo 
pie of the whole country to mail order 
buying 
I expected to spend thousands or 
dollars during the course of the next 
few years, but it would be worth it 
if I obtained the rf suits. 
I was after 
the people’s dollars. 
A strong form letter was prepared 
as the first s t e p ,this.letter to bg sent 
out to the editors of the country news 
papers. 
From advertising agencies 
and from various other sources I 
compiled a list of something like 19* 
•OO newspapers, all of which were pub 
fished in small towns. 
I was already 
fixed with the big daily newspapers 
The only touble was I couldn't some 
how or another fix it with the coun­ 
try newspaper. 
The letter read something like this: 


To the Editor: 
D ear Sir—You are publishing a new spa­ 
per for business reasons — not for your 
health.

You find it difficult to obtain adequatf 


•w ert I received in response to my 
courteous invitation to take money 
from the mall order houses that the 
oountry editors were wealthy and all 
rode In their own automobiles. 
Indignation, 
reproach, 
invective, 
lr ruth, disdain. 
They did not want the money. They 
Were poor but proud. 
They would 
not be bribed. 
They would not print 
the fulsome and false boosts which 
I had forwarded with the contract 
to he signed. 
They would stand by 
their home town. They would be loyal 
to the community In which they lived. 
Thev would preserve their fealty to 
the local merchants. They would stand 
by their subscribers and would sot 
prostitute the columns of their news­ 
papers to inveigle the people In their 
community to send their money to my 
mail order house. 
I haven't recovered from my aston­ 
ishment yet 
To think that the poor­ 
est paid and hardest worked men in 
y community should decline a 
good business proposition out of senti 
mant. 
I couldn’t understand it. 
And even yet I insist that was the 
most chivalrous act, taken with per­ 
fect accord by thou sands of men scat­ 
tered all over the country, that I have 
known of. Honest and loyal to their 
home communities I could not fail to 
admire their disinterestedness while 
deploring that a great scheme had 
failed of accomplishment. 
What was their recompense? 
Hid 
the merchants in their home towns 
spring to the support of those newspa­ 
pers as a reward for their declina­ 
tion to introduce competition. I don t 
know. 
Ask the editor. 
O f course, this plan failing it was 
necessary for my success to evolve a 
new plan. I must get into close tone Ii 
with the people in the country. 
I had 
my appropriation of thousands of dol­ 
lars, and more, so I worked out an­ 
other plan. 
I’m not going to tell you just what 
it was, but lf you will remember that 
a few years ago there was a great 
flock of mail order journals flying all 
over the country—probably every read­ 
er of this article has received many 
copies, samples and otherwise-- you 
can guess what became of thousands 
of dollars. 
Here’s something that the business 
men in every small city should give a

thought 
to.

you 
do not know It, and perhaps you never 
heard of it. I give the tale out of ad­ 
miration for a good en em y , a good and 
a fair fighter.

Green peppers are used with equal 
success as a decoration 
and as a 
foundation. 
There 
are 
numberless 
eocnblnatlons that may be worked out 
with peppers, and they should be used 
hi some form orsry day during 4he 
season. 
A pepper ratfish may be made ap 
chopping the peppers quite fine, either 
alone or with cucumbers, onions or 
green tom ato'*. 
After being seeded 
and all scalded the chopped peppers 
are salted very slightly and covered 
with bolling vinegar. 
A little horse­ 
radish may be added. 
To make pepper vegetable hash run 
through a food chopper sufficient cold 
bolled potatoes and uncooked seeded 
peppers to make three-quarters of a 
pint each. 
Add a quarter of a pint of 
chopped onion and the pepper Juice. 
Mix and season with salt. 
Melt two 
tablespoonfuls of butter in a frying pan, 
then two tablespoonfuls of milk or 
stock. 
Cook until browned on one 
side. then turn it over like an omelet 
and brown on the other side. 
Almost anything may be used for 
filling In peppers. 
Finely shaved pep­ 
pers are a good addition to almost 
any salad, and a particularly good

from any sort of

Stuff“d With Salmon.— Cut the stem 
end 
from green peppers and scoot 
out the seeds. 
Make a salad with 
one can of salmon, one teaspoonful of 
pepper seeds, one cupful of chopped 
celerv and sweet pickles. 
Mix with 
thick mayonnaise. 
Stuff the pepper 
shells and serve on lettuce leaves. 
A 
stuffed olive or piece of parsley may 
he tucked in the end of the pepper 
RS a garnish. 
Stuffed With Oysters.—Remove the 
stems and seeds from six green pep 
pere. 
Parboil twenty-five oysters In 
their own liquor and season with salt 
Chop fine half of a large pepper and 
o n e -very small onion, and fry in but 
ter 
Mix the fried pepper and onion 
and oysters together, and add bread 
crumbs until the stuffing is of suit­ 
able consistency. 
Stuff the peppers 
dot with butter and bake until brown 
T hese may be served with tomato 
sauce or with cream sauce.

Some farmers used to have the no­ 
tion th at the only reason they had for 
hauling manure onto the fields was 
to get It out of their way. This class 
of men would have thrown the fer­ 
tilizer into a hole had one been handy. 
Of late it is difficult to find a farmer 
who does not believe in the fertilizing 
qualities of manure. 
Manure is the 
cheapest and most efficient fertilizer 
I which the farmer can use upon his 
' land. 
Growing plants require certain food 
eleineuts which must be secured from 
Hie soil. 
All plants require the same 
ingredients: but the amounts vary in 
different plants. The farmer who puts 
his land in good shape during tile fall 
and winter by fertilizing it with ma­ 
nure w ill raise the big grain crops the 
following summer. 
Live stock manure contains about 
''ii per cent of tile plant food elements 
contained in the food eaten by the 
stock. 
This food was taken from tile 
soil: so it is only reasonable that if it 
is not returned in s o m e form the soil 
will become depleted. 
Barnyard ma­ 
nure is mixed with bedding, which 
contains the plant food elements taken 
from the ground that produced its 
growth. 
Naturally this combination is 
not as strong in fertilizing elements 
as pure manure: lint it lins immense 
value as a fertilizer. 
The bedding ab 
sorbs the liquids, which would other­ 
wise be a loss. The organic portion of 
a load of manure is just as valuable 
for fertilizing purposes as tin* nitro 
gen, potash, acid, etc., contained in 
the manure. 
Before the organic por­ 
tion is of value as a fertilizer ii must 
pass through a process

This process turns it into h u m u s - on 
of the elements in which many soils 
are most lacking.

Convenient Receptacle Which May Ba 
Employed to Keep the Linen 
Unwrinkled and Fresh. 


Embroidered or lace trimmed center­ 
pieces should be ironed fiat and rolled 
up, not folded, for putting away. 
If 
desired a very little boiled starch m ay 
be added to the last rinsing water but 
the centerpiece will look handsom er lf 
simply wrung out of hot water and 
Ironed while wet w ith a very hot iron. 
Several centerpieces may be rolled at 
once over a length of broomstick or 
any other stick of suitable size and 
length. 
Newspapers made into a long, 
smooth roll, will answ er lf there is 
nothing else handy. 
A most attractive receptacle for the 
safe-keeping of centerpieces may be 
made with an ordinary mailing tube, 
a yard long, one yard of flowered cre­ 
tonne and several yards of No. 4 rib­ 
bon at 5 or 6 cents the yard. 
Cut off 
the four corners of the square of cre­ 
tonne and bind all around with ribbon 
Use the corner pieces to cover th e 
ends of the mailing tube, pasting th e 
material to 
the tube 
with 
library 
paste. 
Paste one edge of the square 
along the tube, roll over until tile tube 
is completely hidden 
and 
tack 
in 
place. 
The cut-off corners at either 
end will fit nicely around the covered 
ends of the tube. At the opposite edge 
of the cretonne 
square 
sew 
short 
lengths of ribbon, and when the cen­ 
terpieces have been laid on the square, 
begin at the tube and rod up, trying 
the finished roll of cretonne and cen­ 
terpieces within, by means of the rib ­ 
bon ends. 
Or, instead of using rib­ 
bons to tie up the roll, attach m etal 
snap-fasteners to 
the 
cretonne 
in 
such m anner that the roll may be 
snap-buttoned together.
